MARK TWAIN ON CATHOLIC GRAFT

Apropos of onnimcnt on the liquefaction of the blond of St. Jan
iiarius, the following from Volume 2, Chapter 2, of "Tho Innocents
Abroad," by Mark Twain, might be of interest to our renders:

" In this city of Naples, they believe in and support one of the
"wretohedest of all the religious impostures one can liud in Italy-tl- io

miraculous liqucfactipn of the blood of St. Januarius. Twice u

tycar the priests assemble all the people at tho cathedral, and gel
out this vial of clotted blood and let them sec it slowly dissoLvo
and become liquid and every day for eight days this dismal farce
is repeated, while the priests go among the crowd and collect
money for. the .exhibition. The liirst day, the blood liquefies in
forty-seve- n minutes-th- e church is crammed, then, and time must
bo allowed tho collectors to get around; after that it liquefies a

little quicker and a little quicker every day, as the houses grow
smaller, till on the eighth dny, with only a few dozen present to see
the miracle, it liquefies in four minutes.

"And here, also, they used to have u grand procession of priests,
citizens, soldiers, sailors, and the high dignitaries of the city gov-

ernment, once a year, to shave the heudof a made-u- p Madonna a

stuH'cd and painted image, like a milliner's dummy whoso hair
miraculously grow and restored itself every twelve months. They
still kept up this shaving rhoccss, as late as four or five years ago.
It was a source of great profit to the church that possessed the re-

markable olligy, and the ceremony of the public harboring of her
was alwaye carried out with the greatest possible eclat and display.
Tho more tin- - better, because the more excitement there was about
it the larger the crowds it drew and the heavier the revenues it
produced but at lust a day came when the Pope and hi. servants
were unpopular in Naples, and the city government stopped the
Madonna's annual show."

arms.) I may be wrong in this my judgement errs often, just as
is the cae with other men's but it is my judgement, be it good or
bad.

Just here 1 will mention something that seems curious to me,
there are no 'Christ's Churches in Koine and no 'Churches of the
Holy Ghost' that I can discover. There are some four hundred
churches, but about a fourth of thoin seem to be named for t lie
Madonnaand St. Peter. There are so many named for Mary that
they have to be distinguished by all sorts of aflixes, if I understand
the matter rightly. Then we have churches of St. Louis; St. Au
gustine; St. Agnes; St. Calixtu.s; St. Lorenzo in Lucinu, St. Loren-

zo in Damasco, St. Cecilia; St. Athanasius; St. Philip Neri; St.
Catherine; St. Domiuico, and a multitude of leaser saints whose
names are not familiar in the world and away "down, clear out of
the list of churches, comes a couple of hospitals: one of them is
named for the Savior and the other for the Holy Ghost !".
